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DECADE  OF  CHANGE 
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The  year  1989  marks  the  close  of  an  important 
decade  in  the  history  of  the  Illinois  College  of 
Optometry.  The  Eighties  brought  widespread 
change  to  every  aspect  of  the  College  in  a  response 
to  the  continually  changing  profession  it 
represents.  As  the  definition  of  optometry  is 
constantly  redefined  it  is  important  for  the  college 
to  educate  its  increasing  scope. 

The  Seventies  marked  the  beginning  of  important 
changes  in  the  field  of  optometry,  most  notably 
the  widespread  adoption  of  the  use  of  diagnostic 
pharmaceutical  agents.  With  the  Eighties  came  a 
push  for  therapeutic  legislation,  insurance 
compensation,  hospital-based  optometry,  and  the 
growing  awareness  of  optometry  as  primary  health 
care.  In  reaction  to  these  new  frontiers  the  I. CO. 
Board  of  Trustees  met  in  the  early  Eighties  to 
discuss  how  the  College  with  its  current  facilities 
could  properly  meet  the  new  standards  the 
profession  demanded.  The  Board  determined 
changes  were  necessary. 
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Along  with  the  new  responsibilities  in 
optometry  had  come  an  important  need 
for  a  large  and  diverse  assembly  of 
information.  So  in  1982  began  the 
construction  of  the  24,000  square  foot 
facility  currently  the  Learning  Resource 
Center.  At  this  time  construction  also 
began  on  the  650  seat  auditorium/lecture 
center,  recreation  center,  business 
offices,  and  the  parking  garage. 

In  1983  came  the  inauguration  of 
President  Boyd  B.  Banwell,  O.D.,  D.O.S. 
who  would  become  instrumental  in  the 
rebirth  of  the  College.  The  lecture 
center,  L.R.C.,  and  other  facilities  were 
completed  in  the  summer  of  1985  and 
dedicated  at  the  first  Oktoberfest/ 
Homecoming  in  the  Autumn.  1985  also 
was  the  year  Dr.  David  Greenberg,  O.D., 
M.P.H.  became  Vice-President  for 
Academic  Affairs/Dean  and  instituted 
significant  changes  in  the  staff  and 
faculty.  Many  faculty  members  were 
replaced  to  enable  an  alteration  in  the 
curriculum  and  thus  offer  a  state  of  the 
art  education  concurrent  with  or  ahead 
of  optometric  legislation.  To  help  with 
this  idea  I. CO.  also  began  to  invite 
professors  from  other  optometry  colleges 
and  related  health  professions  to  offer 
new  view  points  to  the  students. 

Toward  the  end  of  1986  widespread 
construction  began  again,  developing  a 
new  reception  area,  the  specialty  clinics, 
alumni  offices,  dispensing  area, 
bookstore  and  primary  care  facility. 
These  new  changes  would  bring  a  much 
needed  face-lift  to  some  very  visible 
areas  of  the  clinic,  offering  an  excellent 
environment  for  the  clinicians  as  well  as 
pleasant  surroundings  for  the  patients. 
The  Summer  of  1988  saw  the  dedication 
of  the  new  clinic  facilities  and  while 
most  of  the  work  was  completed  some 
will  continue  until  the  1990's. 

At  a  time  when  a  great  deal  of  effort 
was  being  placed  on  changes  within 
I. CO.,  work  was  also  undertaken  to 
expand  the  outside  arena.  1988  saw  the 
opening  of  a  new  satellite  clinic.  Full 
service  optometric  care  at  Olympia 
Fields  Osteopathic  Medical  Center  is 
just  another  way  the  college  is 
expanding  to  serve  a  larger  population 
with  up  to  date  optometric  care. 

Throughout  the  1980's  I.C.O.  has  been 
dedicated  to  the  advancement  of 
optometry.  The  new  lecture  center, 
L.R.C,  patient  care  facilities,  and 
changes  in  the  faculty  and  curriculum 
all  help  illustrate  the  way  I.C.O.  is 
changing  to  meet  progress,  and  although 
1989  will  not  be  the  end  of  these 
changes,  it  shows  the  Eighties  truly 
were  a  decade  of  change.

stress  problems,  stabismus  and  amblyopia.  Also  presented  were 
lectures  by;  Dr.  Sue  Cotter,  Dr.  Neil  Hodur,  Dr.  Brian  Caden,  Dr. 
Kelly  Frantz,  Dr.  Janice  Scharre,  and  Dr.  Michael  Zost.  The 
Workshop  was  an  outgrowth  of  the  87-88  O.E.P.  Lect/Disc  Series. 


The  Optometric  Extension  Program  is  the 
organization  which  for  over  sixty  years  has  been 
providing  continuing  education  to  optometrists.  Its 
orientation  is  behavioral  which  means  it  views 
vision  problems  as  the  result  of  an  individual's 
interaction  with  and  adaptation  to  the 
environment,  rather  than  just  a  result  of  heredity 
and  genetic  variation.  Historically,  it  has  been  a 
leader  in  visual  analysis  and  visual  therapy.  What 
is  less  known  is  that  it  was  way  ahead  of  its  time 
in  providing  a  continuing  education  course  on 
ocular  disease  and  neuro  eye  disease  back  in  the 
1940's,  running  a  twelve  year  series  of  monthly 
chapters.  O.E.P.  continues  to  be  ahead  of  its  time 
with  current  research  on  the  relationship  of  vision, 
cognitive  processing  styles,  the  problems  of 
illiteracy  and  continuing  education  programs  on 
the  physiology  of  stress  and  near  point  work.  The 
near  point  stress  concept  was  developed  by  A.  M. 
Skeffington,  one  of  the  founders  of  O.E.P.,  fifty 
years  ago,  but  only  recently  has  research  in 
physiology  been  able  to  explain  the  mechanisms  of 
why  stress  affects  vision  adversely,  and  how  lenses 
and  therapy  counteract  these  environmental 
forces.  In  1990  O.E.P.  will  be  beginning  a  new 
Journal  of  Behavioral  Optometry  available  to 
student  members  as  well  as  doctors.  This  will  be  a 
refereed  journal  that  will  serve  as  a  forum  for 
ideas  and  research  on  behavioral  topics.  O.E.P. 
also  publishes  a  twelve  volume  series  called 
"Introduction  to  Behavioral  Optometry"  and  a 
student  series  for  each  year  of  optometric 
education.  In  addition,  the  O.E.P.  sponsors 
Regional  Clinical  Seminars  taught  by  leaders  in 
the  field  of  behavioral  vision  theory  and  practice. 


CONTACT  LENS  SOCIETY 


The  Contact  Lens  Society  is  a  professional  organization  designed  to  improve  the 
students  working  knowledge  of  the  contact  lens  community.  This  year  we  hosted 
fifteen  meetings  and  fitting  seminars  in  which  contact  lens  companies  sponsored 
speakers  to  come  in  and  discuss  their  products  or  topics  of  our  choice.  Following 
the  programs,  the  companies  provided  refreshments  ranging  from  pizza  or 
chicken  at  I.C.O.  to  cocktail  parties  and  dinners  at  downtown  hotels.  This  offers  a 
valuable  opportunity  for  the  company  representatives  to  meet  with  third  and 
fourth  year  students  on  an  individual  basis,  a  relationship  that  will  hopefully  be 
mutually  beneficial  in  the  future.  In  May  we  held  the  first  annual  Contact  Lens 
Society  Banquet  at  Ash  Manor;  members  received  their  certificates  of 
membership  and  we  honored  the  contact  lens  company  whom  the  Society  felt  was 
most  dedicated  to  LC.O.  and  the  profession.
